There is no 
country in the world that can in ay 
wise compete with the United Suites 
in growing corn, and if we csn estsb- 
lisb a large and increasing market 
abroad for the product, it will bring 
our farmers untold wealth. What is 
most needed to insure a general de- 
mand for corn abroad is a knowledge 
of preparing it for the table.
